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ASI Increases Fax Budget To $3,400 


The Associated Students Inc. 
has approved the purhase of a 
facsimile (fax) machine that costs 
more than three times what they 
initially planned to spend. 

On Oct. 17, the board of direc- 
tors voted to spend up to $1,100 
on the purchase of a machine. Ai 
that time, a specific model had not 
been chosen. The purchase selec- 
tion was sent to the finance com- 
mittee. 

Last Twesday, the board ap- 
proved the finance committee's 
unanimous recomendation to pur- 
chase a machine that costs about

$3,400, according to a memo from 
Director Justin Gillies. 

In that memo, Gillies told other 
board members that 2 more ex- 
pensive machine would save pe- 
per costs over the long term. The 
machine selected Tuesday is a 
Xerox 7020. This model uses stan- 
dard copy paper, instead of more 
expensive thermal paper that is 
puchased in rolls. 

“The paper would ran approxi- 
mately four tenths of a cent per 
sheet of paper, compared to 6 t> 7 
cents per page of paper for the roll 
type,” Gillies wrote. 


“The 7020 is a user friendly 
machine, whereas it might take a 
Ph_D to figure out how to run the 
7011,” Gillies wrote. “The 7020 
has a one page operation manual 
on the machine and (is) very casy 
to understand. The 7011 comes 
with 3 300 page manual.” 

The memo to board members 
compared two machines, both 
manufactured by Xerox, and listed 
no price for the other machine. 

Director Rick Miller supported 
the purchase. He said it’s “embar- 
rassing” when cthers ask for your 
fax machine number and you don’t 
have one. 


ASI President Steve Lawrence 
said he could have used a fax 
machine this week when he was 
writing a letter with the UC Davis

While concerns about a possible reunification of the two Germanys 
continue to headline front pages all over the world, West German 
Consulate General Michael Koch refocused attention Tuesday on the 
formation of the European Economic Community in 1992. 

“Noone knows at this point, with all the things happening in Europe, 
how Europe is going to look like in 10 years,” Koch said during a press 
conference on campus. “What we have seen last week, I think, was the 
definite sign that the Cold War is over, and that means that Europe as 


a whole will have to be reorganized along very different lines.” 
The East German liberalization, however, will not change West 


_Germany’s commitment to the EEC, Koch said. 


“These can be no special German way,” Koch said. “This idea that 
all of a sudden the Germans can say ‘weil that’s it guys, we’ ve had a nice 
time in the community, but now we're sort of getting together with our 
pals from the other side,’ doesn’t exist.” 

The EEC was created after Worid War II to resolve West Germany's 
distress and soon became a major part in world politics. West Germany 
depends on the community to market its goods, Koch said. 

“The community is an attempt to create a political union; that is the 


ultimate goal,” Koch said. 


“Everything the commission is Going has to be seen as a step in that 
direction,” he said. “The internal market is one of those steps.” 
Its purpose is @ eliminate the different sets of technical regulations

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Minority Enrollment Down, 
University Report Cites 


Enrollment of underrepre- 
sented students at CSUS has not 
kept up with the general popula- 
tion, according io areport released 
this month. 

In the last five years the enroll- 
ment of Blacks at CSUS has in- 
creased 5 percent while total en- 
roliment has increased 10 percent, 
according to the report written by 
CSUS Offfice of Instinutional © wd- 
ies. 

The Enroliment Fact Book also 
stated that American Indian en- 
roliment decreased by 2 percent 
during the same period. 

To help increase the number of 
underrepresented students at 
CSUS several programs are now 
in effect on campus. 

One program, the Minority 
Engineering Program (MEP), is 
reaching out to local high schools

In the four years before 1983, 
when MEP began, only 25 black, 
Hispanic and American Indian 
students graduated from CSUS 
with engineering degrees. And 
according to Fish, in the last four 
years over 100 have done so. 

Another service for underrepre- 
sented students is the Admissions 
Support for Academic Persistence 
Program (ASAP). This is a per- 


“We serve as aone-stop-shop,” 
said Thrower-Isaac. “We are in- 
volved with follow-cp through- 
our students are referred to a fac- 
ulty advisor. We are committed to 
making the process as smooth a 


transition as possible.” 

There are many groups work- 
ing with underrepresented students 
now, according to Fish. 

“I see a spirit of cooperation 
working to keep underrepresented 
students on campus,” said Fish. 
“We know what it takes to make 
students successful. We are just 
not doing it with enough spidents.” 

The Enroliment Fact Book also 
sited a decrease in the average unit 
load per student. 

“This is the most interesting 
fact to come out of this year's 
book,” said Gerald V. Sharp,CSUS 
director of Institutional Studies. 
“If we had had more time this year 
we would have looked more 
closely at it.” 

To explain this trend, Sharp 
said, “we can assume that, either 
students choose to take fewer units, 
or they cannot get all the classes 
they want. This is a system-wide, 
state-wide problem.” 

The state projected an upswing 
in enroliment for 1996 and has 
been preparing for it, according to 
Sharp. 

“Is this an early sign of that 
enroliment growth?” Sharp said. 
“We need to know.”

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Media, White House Need Each Other, Expert Says 


A prominent political scientist 
said Wednesday that the relation- 
ship between the media and the 
White House is built on coopera- 
tion. 

Michael Grossman, research 
associate at UC Berkeley's Insti- 
tute of Governmental Studies, said 
90 percent of those who work in 
the White House spend a great

Grossman said it wasn’t the 
press that “got Nixon,” but was 
public opinion that caused him to 
resign from office. 

“President Nixon was forced 
from office by constitutional 
means — opposition cf Congress 
aml activities in the court.

Grossman rejected the belief 
held by many political scientists 
that the media assumed an adver- 
sarial role against the president 
during Watergate.

tions that affect product manufac- 
ture and restrict exports, he ex- 
plained. 
“European firms must spend extra 
money to adapt their products to 
meet regulations in other coun- 
tries, if they wish to export their 
products.” 

The difficulty in forming a Euro- 
pean community, Koch said, lies 
mainly .A overcoming regulations 
and in formulating common posi- 
tions on such issues as foreign 
policy for all 12 member states 
and a European political corpora- 
tion. 


Koch said it is premature to talk 
“This is something that really 
surprised me last week, that al- 
most all American commentators 
just said ‘that’s it, now we have a 
reunited Germany.’ I think any- 
one who knows the reality of the 
situation, knows that what we have 
seen the last week is at best a very 
first step in possibly that direc- 
tion,” he said. 
“We feel that what is important, 
and this is something that we have 
asked for for 40 years, is that the 
people living in the GDR (East 
Germany) finally receive the right 
L { wie = ewe 
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to determine their own faith, de- 
termine their own future, deter- 
mine the political circumstances 
under which they want to live and 
the type of government they want 
to have. They never had this 
chance. The last free election they 
had was before 1933.” 

Koch was hopeful this devei- 
opment would lead to a situation 
where there will be free elections 
in East Germany. 

“We don’t want to assume the 
role of godfathers,” he said. “We 
don’t want to step into the role of 
the Coramunist Party, telling them 
what is right.” 

Koch said East Germans are 
not concerned with reunification 
in the near future. 

“It is one of the things they’li 
think about,” he said, “but what is 
important right now is that this is 
a chance for them to acquire free- 
dom for the first time in 50 years. 

“We believe that they ought to 
have that freedom and we'll do 
everything to support this surge.” 

However, Koch said West 
Germany will not abandon its 
commitment to the EEC, which 
he sees as one of the great devei- 
opments of our time. 

“The European Community is 
not just a club of people that get 


together because they can make a 
quick buck,” he said. Rather, it is 
what the French call ‘une finalite 
politique,’ a political venture 
which has a lot to do with money 
and strength.

This month’s elections of 
Douglas Wilder as governor of 
Virginia and David Dinkins as 
mayor of New York City repre- 
sent a turning point in national 
black political history. In the quar- 
ter of century since the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965 was passed, 
most black elected officials have 
gained office from Congressionai 
or state legislative districts which 
are predominately African- 
American. Few blacks seeking 
office ever earned more than 25 
percent of the white electorate’s 
vote. An “invisible ceiling” 
within the electoral system lim- 
ited the mobility of talented 
women and men, seemingly de- 
nying them access to effective 
positions of power within the 
larger society. 

Although Wilder’s margin of 
victory was far-smaller than polls 
to win majorities in white, tradi- 
cies, the two politicians success- 
fully broke through the invisible 
ceiling. By reviewing their politi- 
cal histories, its possible to under- 
stand the reasons for their respec-

Postbiack Politics? The Election Of Wilder And Dinkins

tive victories, as well as the prob- 
lems each will encounter immedi- 
ately upon assuming office. 
Dinkins and Wilder are the prod- 
ucts of the civil rights era, enter- 
ing politics during the maelstrom 
of change initiated by the mass 
desegregation campaigns across 
the South in the 1960s. Wilder 
was a liberal Democratic attorney 
who made a living defending the 
poor and victims of police brutal- 
ity. In his initial campaign for the 
Virginia State Senate twenty 
years ago, he had an Afro hairstyle 
and employed the political rheto- 
ric of black power. Dinkins was 
also a liberal ideologically and 
politicaliy, developing close rela- 
tions with the city’s powerful 
public employees unions, the lib- 
eral-left inteligentsia, and black 
middle class reformers in Harlem 
and throughout the city. 
ins cultivated cordial links with 
New York's influential Jewish 
community, lending his backing 
to Jewish causes, speaking out 
against anti-Semitism, and de- 
fending the federal government’s 
financial and political support for 


‘Rather thon denying race, both sought to “transcend” 
the color line. offering generous platitudes of how racism 
had supposedly Geclined in significance during the 


1980s.” 


Israel. Dinkins took pains to de- 
nounce black nationalist leader 
Louis Farrakhan, and repeatedly 
took the initiative to resolve ten- 
sions between the Afncan- Ameni- 
can community and an upper 
middle class Jewish constituency 
which was growing increasingly 
conservative politically. 

Like many politicians with ex- 
tensive ties to organized labor and 
Democratic urban organizations, 
Dinkins was not without flaws. 
Almost two decades ago, Dinkins 
failed to file his income tax re- 
turns for several years, which he 
€\ cntually paid. There were ques- 
tions concerning the value of 
communications company stock 
he sold to his son to avoid conflict 
of interest charges when he was 
elected Manhattan Borough 
president. But compared to most 
of the politicians who had 
emerged from the city’s corrupt 
institutions, Dinkins’s personal 
was better than average. 

Wilder's record of personal con- 
duct, by contrast, was largely 
unblemished. However, he had a 
very different problem. During

the 1970s, Wilder’s political 
ambitions began to target the 
then-unlikely goal of achieving 
the state’s governorship. To do so, 
Wilder recognized he would have 
to remake himself into the tadi- 
tional image of the classical, 
Sou*hern patriarch, conservative, 
button-down, pro-business, anti- 
crime, and abundantly safe. He 
couldn’t cross the color line per- 
sonally, but he would do so in 
terms of his political image. 
Wilder sought to become a South- 
em version of Los Angeles Mayor 
Thomas Bradley, a moderately 
conservative politician who was 
“postblack” beyond identifica- 
tion with race. Wilder reversed his 
opposition to the death penalty. 
He backed away from his earlier 
advocacy of granting the District 
of Columbia full statehood rights, 
which in effect would place two 
African-Americans into the U.S. 
Senate. Moving away from liberal 
Keynesianism in economic pol- 
icy, Wilder opposed any changes 
in Virginia's rigid “right to work” 
laws, which prohibit co pulsory 
membership in cnions within 
individual businesses. 


After four terms in Virginia's 
Senate, Wilder was successfully 
elected Lieutenant Governor, the 
state’s seconde highest office in 
1985. Almost immediately specu- 
lation began concerning Wilder's 
chances for election as governor, 
since Virginia prohibits incum- 
bent governors from seeking 
reelection. One of Wilder’s chief 
difficulties was maintaining his 
natural base among the African- 
American electorate, which had 
strongly supported the insurgent 
presidential campaigns of Jesse 
Jackson in both 1984 and 188, 
while reassuring white voters that 
he was just as conservative and 
pro-business as any Southern 
white politician. Wilder place 
each foot within two dramatically 
divergent political cuitures, rec- 
ognizing that both were necessary 
for him to achieve his goal. He 
praised Jackson personally, but 
took pains to distinguish the char- 
ismatic campaigner’s liberal-left 
agenda from his own. He diffused 
the critics by suggesting, some- 
what falsely, that Jackson’s elec- 
toral mobilization represented

Baez Returns: Rises Again With New Album 


Legend has it that there’s anew 
beginning to every ending. This 
seems to be true for Joan Baez. 
Her career has seemed over many 
times, but every time the critics 
have declared her finished, she 
rose again, like a phoenix from the 


So, she does it again in her 30th 
year as a performer with “Speak- 
ing of Dreams,” her first studio 
production in over two years. 

Baez’s songs still tell stories of

loners, losers, dreamers and fight- 
ers for justice. This time her jour- 
ney takes the listener to the wide 
plains of the West, the lonely desert 
towns of Ballygrand as well as the 
wonderful rainforests of distant 
Cameroon, and tells about the 
injustices in El Salvador and 
battles fought in Tienanmen 
Square. 

One might say she is repeating 
herself, but just to hear her calm, 
gentle, uplifting voice is a treat for 


tormented braincells gasping for 
air from vacuum-packed top 40 
tunes. 

Baez’s songs take their energy 
not from pounding rhythms but 
from strokes, and the power of a 
few, well chosen words. 

“Speaking of Dreams” captures 
both the anxiety and burning de- 
sires that many people carry deep 
inside while growing up in a world 
that becomes increasingly hostile 
to human kindness and mutual 
understanding; a world that they 
don’t understand anymore. 

On her new release, Barz relies 


on the support of some very tal- 
ented artists. “Whispering Beils,” 
a traditional rhythm and blues 
song, features Paul Simon, who 
produced the cut in a style remi- 
niscent of his best-selling 
“Graceland” album. Baez also has 
a duet with Jackson Browne on 
“El Salvador,” and is backed by 
the Gipsy Kings on Paul Anka's 
“My Way.” 

The only criticism is her obvi- 
ous reluctance to spend more 
energy in writing a wide spectrum 
of new songs for the album. 

Only the ttle track “Speaking 


of Dreams,” “Warriors of the Sun” 
and “China” are original 

As a result, “Speaking of 
Dreams” gets its force mostly from 
the power of borrowed material. 
Ironically, one of the best songs 
carries the signature of pop idol 
George Michael. 

Couldn’t she come up with 
something new for her 30th anni- 
versary as a performer? Is this ali 
the energy left in someone who set 
out to change the world with her 
songs? The fans surely hoped for 
more; after all she gave herself 
two years to brew up a new LP.

The Racism Forums: 


*Editor's Note: This letter was submitted to each panel 
member before last Wednesday's forum by Chester Hynes, 


academic director of the Black Student Alliance. 





Dear Campus Community, 

California State University, Sacramento is facing a 
great challenge. California’s demographics for the future 
Suggest we will be living in an ever more ethnically diverse 
State. That is, in the 1990's, people of color will constitute 
the greater portion of the California population. As a 
person of color and a student, I find it appalling to see that 
this institution will not acknowledge this change and 
sensitize itself in order that CSUS can be an institution for 
the future, not an institution based upon policies of the past. 
That is, to many people of color, CSUS is sensitive only to 
the needs of middle-class white students and not to mention 
the fact that students of color are being “under-repre- 
sented” at CSUS in proportion to the number of students of 
color who graduated from high school. 

During the president’s open hours (Mondays at 11:00 
am Miwok Rm. Univ. Union), concern was expressed 
about the under-representation of students of color with 
specific interest in the black student population. The black 
student population is the only student population that has 
realized a decrease in its percentage gains in the same 


period. This was pointed out to the president and he seemed 
concerned. When this was pointed out at another of his 
open hours, the president pointed out this was a problem 
faced by most colleges throughout the United States of 
America. This acknowledgment does not, however, solve 
the problem! Suggestions given were to hire personnel 
who the students can identify with for recruiting purposes, 
create scholarships for black students to serve as incentives 
to excel, and do extensive follow-up on the students after 
they have submitied their application; and a few other 
suggestions were given. At that time, it was suggested 
organizations like my own (Black Student Alliance) go out 
and recruit the students. I answered. Organizations like the 
Black Student Alliance should serve more as a retention 
tool. Further, CSUS has salaried professionals who are 
responsible for recruiting these students. We are students 
first and foremost and we have severe time constraints. 
However, whatever we can do to better the situation— ot 
only for current students but (or future students as well-- 
within reason we'd probabiy be willing to do. Then I 
echoed the responsibility of outreach is up to the university 
and their salaried professionals and not student organiza- 
uons. The president suggested firing one person would not 
make a difference and the responsibility was again shifted 
to student organizations. That shift was again refuted. The

president did, however, agree to make himself available to 
some of the area high schools and community colleges to 
sec why they are not interested in attending CSUS. This, | 
thought, was positive so attempts were to be made to 
coordinate such a forum. Curiosity arose in regards wo the 
president's offer and a Black Professor was contacted for 
advice and analysis of the president's offer. After discus- 
sion, it was concluded the first order of business is not an 
extemal forum, but an internal forum with the deans, 
administrative staff, faculty and other support staff to see 
why this institution is not sensitive to the needs of Black 
students and all other students of color. This institution 
needs to challenge itself and not its students. CSUS has the 
potential to be an institution nationally recognized for its 
quality of education and with the proper leadership and 
sensitivity, we can realize this potential. However, as long 
as there is an administration which has continued to pro- 
vide rhetoric and forums to defuse and appease the issues 
of sensitivity and racism, California State University, 
Sacramento will not be prepared to be an institution which 
will be predominantly students of color and CSUS is not 
sensitive to our needs.

“Hell! said the Duchess as she caught 
her teats in the mangle”...one Kremlin 
night of 1985. The Soviet “Duchess” or the 
Politburo was obviously at a total loss from 
the beginning of Gorbachev’s rule. Auster- 
ity programs and rigorous politics from the 
devious Brezhnev period completely ex- 
hausted the society and in the long run 
brought the country to the condition of a 
political, economical and moral “rigor 
mortis.” The penultimate period of devel- 
oped Socialism on its way to extremely 
overdeveloped Communism severely 
cracked. Moreover, the edifice of Socialist 
ideology was not only chipped away by 
economic inefficiency but decapitated, 
leaving behind a white skeleton in a sun- 
burned desert. The 68 year epoch of com- 
munist drudgery to justify the “red pen- 
tagram” collapsed with a desperate and 
sincere cry—Hell! 

In effect, at the moment of Chernenko’s 
death the country badly needed a fresh 
doxically, it came from the vortex of the 
ferance of the old party guard. Newly 
elected General Secretary—-Gorbachev-— 
came out with Perestroika (restructuring). 
Since then, Perestroika with its hitch-hiker 
Glasnost (openness) make both day and 
night for the Soviet Union, railying and 
disuniting the Soviet narod (people). 

Perestroika is a political term meaning a

new (as opposed to old) approach to the 
problems of international and internal poi- 
icy of the Soviet Union. 

For an English mind, this term is unclear 
because of its Slavic origin. So it is reason- 
able to take a closer look at the word itself. 
The grammatical structure contributes to 
the polyphony of the word. Perestroika is a 
Slavic equivalent of the English words re- 
construction and restructuring. This is a 
verb of action amplified by a prefix of 
repetition nepe-/ pere-/ (in Eng. re-), thus 
giving an additional meaning of doing 
something anew. Further, the amplified 
verb is substantivized by adding the suf- 
fix—ka (in Eng.- tion), which forms a 
feminine gender nouns of generalization. 

The dictionary explains the word in the 
following way: a) A noun meaning the 
process of reorganizing or rebuilding. The 
term usually refers to a large filed of human 
activity—for example, reconstruction of a 
region, reorganizing of a ministry. b) The 
second denotative meaning is retuning. 

However, the latest addition of the dic- 
tionary, probably includes a newer defini- 
tion, enriched by a connotative meaning. 
Since 1985 this word is exclusively associ- 
atsd with the new policy of M.S. Gor- 
bachev. In this context Peres;v.ka, as a 
term, means reshaping Soviet iniernal and 
foreign policy into a qualitatively new 
form. 

Yet, the underlying meaning of the word, 


because of its grammatical structure, subtly 
suggests that before Gorbachev came to 
power, Communists had been constructing 
a progressive society, which later proved 
stagnant. Eventually, 68 years later, the 
Soviet people faced the need to reconstruct 
their life anew and Perestroika as a set ot 
measures was named to apply them to life. 

A biased ear can sense an allusion of a 
retuning, an additional meaning also sug- 
gested in the political definition of the 


word. The “instrument” is the same, 
whereas the musical notes, or talks are ina 
new musical key. 


Perestroika as a political notion also 
encompasses three submeanings: “new 
political thinking” in foreign policy, “eco- 
nomic reform” in the economy, “Glasnost” 
(or openness) in regard to the spiritual 
atmosphere of a society. 


this new polic y is still unclear: does it bring 
about improvemeni or does it beget adverse 
changes to the society? Only the foreign 
policy has gained positive momentum and 
some aspects of the political atmosphere 
have improved, but the economy is still 
declining. No one can eavesdrop on 


system. 

With increasing frequency Soviet au- 
thorities hasten to pacify rebellious na- 
tional minorities in the republics of 
Kazakhstan or Uzbekistan; the armed 
forces of the “glorious” Soviet Peoples’ 
Army put down major national unrest like 
that in Armenia or Georgia. 

The perpetual deadlock between the 
employer and the employee, provided by 
stubborn strikers, is rapidly narrowing the 
gap between the tsarist past and the Soviet 
present. Racketecrs choke newlyborn 
semi-private Cooperatives, thus impelling 
sanctimonious Soviet public opinion to 
acknowledge the existence of mafia as an 
integral part of a socialist state.

At least 
one thing is clear about Perestroika-—it has 
set the country into motion and has aiso 
changed the pattern of change, and...

(CPS) — Students associated with the 
College Republicans chapter at the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina at Wilmington con- 
ducted a swift hostile takeover of a campus 
group headed by a leftist student the first 
week of November.

New CAO President Dave Rose said it 
was “not a communist takeover. Every- 
thing was done democratically. The former 
officers are sore losers.” 

The tactics mirror a similar College 
Republican takeover of Minnesota's state- 
wide Public Interest Research Group (PIRG) 
in 1986. 

At that time, College Republican Na- 
tional Coramittee headquarters in Wash- 
ington, D.C., sent a memo to its campus 
chapters recommending ways to wreck rival 
“leftist” student groups like PIRGs. 


and eventually gaining control of the group’s 
board. Once in control of the board, the 
newcomers voted to refuse to accept more 
funding. 

At Wilmington, Rose promised CAO 
will remain open for business even after 
emptying its treasury. Best is dubious. 

“College R have publicly 
stated that the CAO is against everything 
they believe, so why would they want to run 
it?” he said.

“T’m nota College Republican,” Rose said. 

Student government President Jim 
Humphries dismissed Rose’s denial. 

“Because (the takeover) was motivated 
by College Republicans —- even if all the 
members weren’t College Republicans — 
it still reflects on them, so they are respon- 
sible.”
